GRANITE CITY — Area banks 
have come to the aid of the Tri- 
City Regional Port District. 

At an emergency meeting of the 
Port District. Wednesday morning, 
representatives of First_Granite 
City National Bank and First Na- 
tional Bank-of Madison announced 
they would underwrite $500,000 of 
a $2.5 million modernization 
project. 

Other local banks will be asked 
to participate, said Commissioner 
Homer Huber. 

The move comes after a deci- 
sion by Continental Illinois Bank 
of Chicago to ask the district to 
provide g-souree of local funding 
for the project. 

Continental Bank originally 
agreed to extend credit for interim 
financing of the project in March. 
Ultimately, the project will be 
paid for with revenue bonds.

Recently @ woman contacted this office and 
indicated that her daughter was being harass 
ed and physically abused by an older neighbor 
girl: Appaiently the abusive girl next dor was 
still a mindr, but was hitting the other children 
in the neighborhood and tedring their 
clothing. The parents of the delinquent child 
stated that they were unable tq control her 
behovibr 

What cah a parent do if his children are vic- 
timized in this situation The woman who con- 
tacted this office wanted to know if delinquent 
children who harm other children are “outside 
the law ggverning adults.” Another question 
in these njatters is whether the parents are 
responbibl? for the actions of their children. It 
shouldibe hoted that a child who assaulis and 
batters other children can be prosecuted in the 
juvenile court. In addition, the parents of the 
“abusive child can be held liable fot damages in 
certain] cirdumstances | 

A re¢ent/case spelled out when parents can 
be held liable for damages resulting from a 
failure|to supervise their child. In this case, a 

three year old set off a robbery alarm in a 
local savings and loan on May |19, 1983. A 
police pfficer responded to this false alarm,

and was injured in an automobile accident 
while traveling to the lending institution. The 
facts indicated that this same child had set off 
another false alarm at this same savings and 
loan six days before the incident in question 
and the mother was aware of this. 

The Court here held that the mother owed a 
duty to the police officer to control the actions 
of her child. The Court emphasized that the 
mother had knowledge of the need to super- 
vise her child since she was aware of his. prior 
misconduct. In addition; she had the oppor! 
tunity to control him in the savings and loan on 
the day in question. This reasoning can be ap- 
plied to the situation involving the violent child 
in the neighborhood. If the parents of the 
delinquent are aware of his dangerous ac- 
tivities and have the opportunity to prevent 
them, they can be held liable for damages if 
they breach this duty. 

As previously noted, the parents of the vic- 
tim can also bring charges against the delin- 
quent minor at the local police station..-Many 
police departments will interview both 
families in these cases. The parents of the in- 
jured child can then sign.a complaint against 
the other child.

@ Wear and Air: 

By simply pushing down on the 
brake pedal, the driver can feel, 
sense and judge whether the car is 
stopping normally and properly. 
The most common brake problem 
is brake-lining wear. To check for 
wear, push the pedal down. If it 
goes more than halfway to the 
floor, there is excessive wear of 
the linings. 

Another problem js-air in the 
brake system. The pedal should 
make a firm stop. Any sponginess 
indicates that there 1s unwanted 
air in the brake system, and a 
procedure known as “‘bleeding”’ is 
required to remove the air. Push 
the pedal down hard and count to 
10. If the pedal keeps moving 
toward the floorboard, there may 
be air in the system, or there may | 
be trouble in the master cylinder. 
© Drum Brake Problems: | 

After 20,000 miles, hydraulic 
brake fluid leakage at the wheel 
cylinders or at brake line connec- 
tions is common. It’s important to 
check the system regularly, espe-| 
cially the rubber components that 
can be damaged by leaking brake 
fluid (incidentally, brake fluid can 
also ruin the car’s paint job - wipe 
vp. splashes as quickly as 
ble), If one cylinder is leaking, 
check the entire system - it has 
had the same usage over the same 
period of time. 

Other common drum_ brake 
problems include the following: 
uneven pressures on lining wear 
at one or more wheels, causing the 
vehicle to pull to one side; grab- 
bing brakes; soft or hard pedal} 
feel; and brakes failing to release. 
® Disc Brake Problems: 

Disc brake systems use much 








higher hydraulic pressures than 
conventional drum brake sys- 
tems. This makes brake fluid 
leakage a major problem on ojder 
cars with disc brakes (they were 
introduced around 1965 as stan- 
dard production items). 

Disc brake problems often in- 
volve noise, roughness and chat- 
ter. One __ nois: symptom) is 
harmless, though. If a groaning 
noise is apparent when the brakes 
are lightly applied and the car is 
rolling, it’s harmless - though an- 
noying - and doesn’t affect opera- 
tion. Simply change the pedal 
pressure to eliminate the noise. 

The most common disc brake 
problems are chatter and uneven 
grabbing action, with the vehicle 
pulling to one side. The most se- 
rious - and most audible - prob- 
lem is a high-pitched squeal while 
the car is rolling and the brakes 
are not applied. This signals that 
the brake pads are completely 
worn and are in the process of 
damaging the expensive rotors. 
Some of the newer cars have disc 
pad sensors that audibly indicate 
when the pad thickness is) less 
than an acceptable minimum. 

@ Periodic Checks: 

The entire brake system should 
be checked at least once a year or 
every 12,000 to 15,000 miles. E}very 
10 months or 10,000 to 12,000 miles, 
a wheel should be pulled from the 
front of the car to check the condi 
tion of the pads and rotors. |Pa' 
should be checked for remainin, 
thickness; rotors should be 
checked for warpage, heat check- 
ing and cracking. If any one wheel

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Tips-Reduce Dangers 
Of Driving In Fog 


Changing temperatures can cre- 
ate foggy conditions that lead to 
chain-reaction auto- accidents. 
The Automotive Information 
Council has the following sugges-| 
tions for driving in fog: 

@ Reduce your speed. Many 
accidents are caused by motorists 
driving faster than they can safely 
see road conditions. Fog can also 
cause slick surfaces that lead to 
loss of traction and increased 
stopping distances 

®@ Use the low beam on your 
headlights instead of the high 
beam. When you use the lower 
beam, light is focused on the road 
surface instead of into the water 
droplets of the fog, which cause 
glare. If you drive frequently in 
foggy weather, you may want to 
consider purchasing special fog 
lamps. 

© Keep your car in the far right 
lane on a multi-lane highway. Use 
the edge of the road or lane mark- 
ings as guides. 


Caster Problems 
Cause Shimmying 


A grocery shopping cart with a 
faulty caster is annoying - the 
cart shakes and is hard to push. 

A similar-action takes place on a 
car with improper wheel align- 
ment. Part of a car's steering 
geometry, as it is called, involves 
precise alignment known as ‘‘cas- 
ter” that incorporates the same 
principle as the caster gh furni- 
ture or shopping carts.

U.S. Sen. Paul Simon, D-II, has 
introduced legislation he said 
<.would temper ‘‘the group-think 
»,and the lockstep”’ in rateamaking 
and coverage decisions of the in- 
surance industry. 

The plan would scale back an 
antitrust. exemption that dates 
back, to the McCarran-Ferguson 
‘Act fof 1945,— a provision that 
Simion sees as an indirect factor in 
problems many firms are having 
in finding reasonable rates or,|in 
some cases, any coverage at all. 

The bill applies. to commercial 
risk insurance used by businesses, 
municipalities and | non-profit 
groups. Simon sits on the Ravel 
that will have jurisdiction over the 
legislation, the Senate Judiciary

“jor “regulatory side’’ focus as

The purpose’ of the Insurance 
“Competition Act of 1986 is to pro- 
‘mote full and open price competi- 
tion in the business of insurance 

eand in particular in the commer- 
cial property and casualty lines. 

Since. the .MceCarran-Ferguson 
Act was’ passed in 1945, the in- 
surance industry has been virtual- 
ly exempt from the federal an- 

stitrust laws. This exemption per- 
-tmits insurance companies to 
“engage in joint activities that 
“would be illegal for companies in 
9 other industries, according to 
Simon. 
“In 1979, the bi-partisan National 
‘Commission for the Review of the 
»Antitrust Laws recommended that 
the broad antitrust immunity 
“granted by the McCarran- 
Ferguson Act should be repealed” 
and that narrowly drawn legisla- 
ortion “affirm (ing) the lawfulness of 
a limited number of essential col- 
“lective activities’” be adopted. The

Stent that those laws permit but do 
not require joint activities that 
gn : 


might otherwise |violate federal 
antitrust law. For example, the 
bill will not affect state laws which 
require insurance companies 
obtain the prior ppproval of ip- 
surance rates by aise insuran¢e 
commissioner, but would pre- 
empt. a state law which allows 
companies to jointly set fi 
rates, but does not require it. 
This limited pre-emption of per- 
missive state laws|and regulations 
will apply only to fommercjal risk 
insurance. This is a type of liabili- 
ty insurance which businesses, 
municipal governments ard non- 
profit organizations have found 
difficult to obtain: The states re- 
main free to establish any system 
of regulation they consider ap- 
propriate for automobile,

This rule states that if a sta 
law or regulation authorizes a:

Any form of state regulati 
of insurance rates is construed 
be an authorization of a 
ticompetitive joint action und 
the state action doctrine. Sin 
almost all states have so 
nominal regulation of insuran 
rates, even a complete repeal 
the antitrust exemptions grant 
by the McCarran-Ferguson Act 
would have little effect because 
the industry would retain its

The benefits of having insurance 
rates regulated by the free market 
is illustrated by Illinois’ ex- 
perience. It has not regulated 
rates since 1971 and several 
studies have shown that! when 
compared to states with prior ap- 
proval regulation there was less 
adherence to advisory rates and 
that rates were comparable or 
lower than those in other states, 
according to Simon. | 

The bill will not affect the ability 
of the states to require insurance 
companies to maintain adequate 
reserves to cover potential losses 
on the policies those companies 
write. If an insurer sold policies at 


‘rates that were too low to cover 


losses on those lines in an effort to 
maximize premium income or to 
increase market-share, the state 
would retain the authority, to re- 
quire the insurer to increase its 
reserves. Failure to comply with 
these orders could cause a com- 
pany to lose its license to sell 
insurance. 

The insurance industry claims 
that it suffers from too much com- 
petition — not a lack of it. If this is 
so, then the McCarran Act an- 
titrust immunity is not needed and 
should be narrowed as proposed in 
this legislation, according to 
Simon.
